Wilmington residents can expect 
to pay an additional $103 in 
residential property taxes for fiscal 
year 1994, but "Wilmington still has 
one of the lowest residential tax 
rates in the Commonwealth," 
according to the town's Principal 
Assessor, Humphrey (Skip) 
Moynihan. The increase will come 
in the form of a 1.45 percent 
“classification shift” used as a means 
of further attracting industry to the 
town, 

Moynihan was on-hand at 
Monday's board of selectmen 
meeting to present in public hearing 
format a discussion of local 
Property tax policy in the town 
The selectmen voted unanimously to 
accept the board of assessors 
proposal for the 1.45 percent shift 
that will result in the tax increase 

"I think it's clear that our 
collective tax policy...has brought 
about some positive results," 
Moynihan said. 

Adopted in 1993, the classification 
shift allows the town to levy taxes to 
commercial, industrial and personal 
property classes differently from 
residential taxes. The 1.45 percent 
increase is less than the maximum 
1.75 percent rise allowed. 

In a letter to. the board of 
selectmen from the board of 
assessors it is stated that "while [the 
classification shift] affords a 
Significant tax benefit for the 
homeowners of Wilmington, it also 
denotes an awareness toward 
stabilizing the tax structure for 
commercial and industrial 
properties, 

Select Michael McCoy, who is 
taxed in town as a homeowner and 
businessman, suggested the 
possibility of structuring the tax 
levy so as to grant residents a $150 


Allan, Duggan abstain as Caira reappointed

Town Manager Michael Caira was 
ippointed to another three-year 
tint by the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen at their Monday meeting, 
‘ome seven months before Caira's 
current term is up. The 
ippointment was passed 3-0, with 
Selectmen Diane Allan and Gerald 
Duggan abstaining 

A second motion, forwarded by 
Selectman Michael McCoy and 
cconded by Selectman Robert Cain, 
forming a subcommittee to discuss a 
new contract for the town manager 
passed by the same 3-0 margin 

In abstaining, both Duggan and 
Allan cited the prematurity of 
reappointing Caira, whose next 
three years as town manager will 
begin on June 1, 1994 

I'm just not prepared to consider 
this at this time," Duggan said, 

Allan was more effusive on the 
matter, stating "I would like more

time to begin my evaluation 
Process" regarding Caira's 
management. Allan also attempted 
to postpone the vote to reappoint 
Caira two meetings from Monday's, 
which would have been December 
20. The motion to reappoint was 
already on the floor, however. 

McCoy, reading from a prepared 
Statement, gave a strong "vote of 
confidepce" towards Caira being 
renamed to the position, 

Cain echoed McCoy's views, 
stating "I would certainly agree 
with Michael," and adding praise of 


Caira's “dedication to the 
community." 

In response to Allan's and 
Duggan's concern over the 


time-frame in reappointing, Cain 
cited the need for "ample time [for 
Caira] to find a job" should the 
board vote not to extend his tenure 

But a positive vote for Caira never 
seemed in question, as Cain, McCoy 
and Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Chester Bruce all offered 
support for the town manager prior 
to Cain's justification of the timing 
of the vote. 

In voting in favor of the 
reappointment, Bruce demonstrated 
the most marked turnaround. 

"I, in the past, was against the 
town manager being hired...I did 
not support a contract for the town 
manager...[but] it is my own 
personal feeling that Mr. Caira has 
done a good job," Bruce said, citing 
only two negative responses in 50

regarding the manager's 
performance. 

Bruce stated he felt the entire 
board should meet with Caira at a 
later date in an executive, or 
closed-door, session to discuss a 
new contract for the town manager. 
Cain and McCoy, however, favored 
a subcommittee, with McCoy 
referring to the "3-2 vote" in 
reappointing Caira, to which 
Duggan responded "I abstained and 
that's a neutral vote." 

But the negative implications of 
the abstentions from Duggan and 
Allan were as obvious as the 
political rift created as a result of 


the battle they waged with Caira as 
members of the water and sewer 
subcommittee. 

After the 3-0 vote in favor of th, 
subcommittee, Bruce quickly 
appointed McCoy and Cain under 
the conditions they are to then 
report back to the board as a whole 
in executive session before a 
regularly scheduled mecting 


Both Allan and Duggan declined a 
subsequent offer from Bruce for 
either to join the subcommittee. 

"I've had my fill of 
subcommittees," Duggan quipped

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Winchester Hospital meeting 
senior's healthcare needs 


Traditionally, hospitals have 
focused on acute care, marshalling 
specialists and high tech resources 
to cure patients when they are sick, 
For seniors, however, often what 
they need most is an integrated and 
continuing system of care that 
maximizes their ability to remain 
independent for as long as possible. 
Propelling this continuum of care is 
the emphasis of Winchester Hospital 


! Geriatric Services. 


Paula Koppel, R.N., manager of 
Geriatric Services at Winchester 
Hospital, talks about how this 
system of care worked for one 


» elderly patient and her family: 


"This particular patient (let's call 
her Mrs. A.) had been discharged 
from another North Shore hospital 
and went to live with her daughter 
and family in Winchester," says 
Koppel. "She began to experien 
intermittent episodes of confusion. 
The family wasn't satisfied that her 
original primary care provider was 
addressing the problem and so 
sought a local resource her in 
Winchester, That's when they called 
our physician referral service." 

Through this initial contact with 
Winchester Hospital, Mrs. A's 
family found a primary care doctor 
for her who in turn, initiated a 
consultation with the hospital's 
geriatric consult team made up of a 
gcriatrician (an internist board- 
certified in geriatri and nurse 
practitioner and social worker, both 
specialists in geriatrics, Koppel 
herself was the nurse specialist on 
this particular case, and made 
several home visits to get to know 
Mrs. A. and her family. 

The focus of the consultation is to 
provide a comprehensive, multi- 
disciplinary asSessment of the 
patient" Koppel explains. "We 
identified a lot of things that could 
be causing Mrs. A's problems. We 
gave that information to her 
Primary care provider who, after 
seeing Mrs, A., worked up a 
diagnosis." 

Mrs. A. was subsequently 
hospitalized at Winchester Hospital 
for pncumonia, "Because we knew 
Mrs. A., we were able to ensure that 
all the information we had collected 
up to that point was available to her 
care team at the hospital Koppel 
says 

While hospitalized, Mrs. A. 
Participated in Winchester 
Hospital's Recuperative Program 
Designed to maintain and restore 
the elder patient's health, 
independence and strength during 
hospitalization, the program is 
offered free of charge as a speed 
recovery so that older patients can 
return home as quickly as possible 
It consists of safe and gentle 
strengthening and conditioning 
exercises, occupational and physical 
therapy, a nutritional program, and 
health and self care information for 
both patients and their family 
caregivers. 

After her first hospital visit, Mrs. 
A. was followed up with by phone 
through the hospital's Recuperative 
and Consultation services. The 
hospital also coordinated home 
healthcare services through the 
visiting nurse association for Mrs. 
A after her discharge 

Several months later, Mrs. A. was 
again hospitalized; this time, her 
condition was terminal. The family 
was committed to take her home, 
and Winchester Hospital's geriatric 
nurse specialist worked closely with 
the family to develop a discharge 
plan for home care which included 
hospice. 

"You just don't know what you'll 
need at a time like that," says Beth 
Coss, Mrs. A's daughter, looking 
back at her mother's experience 
with Winchester Hospital's 
Geriatric Services, "I didn't even 
know the questions I wanted to ask. 
But Paula and her team were always 
there to coordinate things; they 
knew what we needed at a time 
when we weren't thinking straight. 

"We could have gone from doctor 
to doctor since my mother had all 
these different health issues," she 
continues. "The coordination of the 
resources that are available was 
great help. For example, I hadn't 
even known about the visiting nurse 
association.” 

In addition to the services which 
Mrs. A and her family utilized, 
Winchester Hospital also offers 
other resources for seniors in the 
community. These include Senior 
Health Days at the Health Promotion 
center in Woburn and the 
transitional rehabilitation program, 
offered in conjunction with the 
Woburn Nursing Center. 

“Each month, we offer a day long 
program of education, screenings, 
lunch and exercise on a particular 
health topic," Koppel explains, 
describing Senior Health days. 
Topics have included diabetes, eye 
health and high blood pressure. 

"We try to infofm seniors of the 
services available which relate to 


the topic of the day," says Koppel. 
"For example, when we discussed 
eye health we offered a glaucoma 
test, vision testing, and representa- 
tives from VNA, Commission for 
the Blind and Lifeline were there, 

"We want to empower — seniors 
with the most up to date information 
on aging and health, to help them to 
age as suc fully as possible." 

The transitional rehabilitation 
program offers elders an interim 
step between hospitalization and 
home through which they can 
regain their strength and 
independence - and avoid long term 
care,

Yes, the word is harvest. Venison 
is a renewable resource, like com 
and hardwood trees, and every year 
around this time we get to harvest 
some of the crop. 

There's a big distinction that we 
need to make first. A deer, buck or 
doe, is a single animal. The herd of 
deer itself is an entity, like a hive or 
a corporation. When I go hunting, 
I am looking for a single deer, and I

and forests of the Bay State, maybe 
one in six will be hanging up by its 
hoofs come December 11, if Lady 
Luck smiles upon the folks wearing 
the blaze orange. 

One-sixth of any population may 
sound like a staggering loss, but not 
to the herd. Imagine what impact 
would accrue if every classroom in 
town was reduced to five kids, out 
of the original 30. Humanity could 
not survive such decimation. 

But deer can, and do, and will. 

Because of their rowdy breeding 
habits, every doe will be pregnant 
by Christmas. Guaranteed. Those 
that are missed will come into heat 
again every 28 days, and bucks will 
go to any length to track them down 
and do the “nasty”. Every mature 
doe, every year. 

And each doe will deliver one or 
two fawns by summer. Twins in 
deer are very common. The fawns 
are able to stand on the day of their 
birth, but they'll hang close to their 
mother during their first hunting 
season, learning escape and evasion 
tactics. Some call these little ones 
"skippers." 

But by their second season, they 
will be mature enough to wear a set 
of antlers, and breed. It might only 
be a spikehorn or a forkhorn, but a 
set of "legal" antlers nonetheless. 

It takes from three to five years to 
produce a good buck, and longer 
for a real trophy. A buck that is ten 
years old is downright venerable, 
and a real wall-hanger. 

Many years ago, deer hunting was 
nearly uncontrolled. Oh, there was 
a season, but any deer was a target. 
In those days, the entire take for the 
State was under 3,000. Mind you, 
this was as late as the 1960s, when 
there was more forest hereabouts. 
There just weren't any deer. Does, 
skippers and bucks were all legal, 
and the deer herd suffered. 

(Also, blaze orange was unknown 
of in those forgotten days. Hunters 
wore red. Fatalities were far more 
common, but the legal requirement 
to wear blaze orange has slashed the 
number of accidents to almost zero. 
Let's keep it that way.)

In addition to the 
birds, they sell various turkey 
products: smoked turkey; turk: 


bacon; turkey kielbasa; turkey 
pies; and other items. The num 
bers are way up from the old 
days. 


Back in the early 1940s, Ray 


was selling about 300 turkeys 
per year. And that was when 
Seve cres farm really was 


seven acres. Today, after the 
purchase of a neighbor's home 
and 11 acres of land, the farm 
consists of 18 acres 

People told Ray he was crazy 
to pay what he did for his home 
back in the late 1930s. It was a 
California-style bungalow house 
and it carried a price tag of 
$3,500, which most people in 
town considered outrageous. He 
proved them wrong then, and 
there was more to come. 

The dairy farmers in the area 
snickered at the thought of a 
turkey farm, but Magliozzi beat 
the odds again. The dairy farms 
eventually went out of business 
se of space limitations 
y farms do not need the 
kind of space dairy farms do 
And in crowded eastern 
Massachusetts, acreage is cher 
ished 

At his age, Ray is as fiery and 
colorful as ever. Although he is

“In those days very few peo- 
ple raised turkeys,” Ray 
explained. “It was very different 
to raise them.” 

Back then, Magliozzi remem- 
bers hand-picking the birds for 
customers. But today, it’s more 
of a business and the demand is 
great. Ray said there was a time 
when no one knew anything 
about his business. 

“I used to do a show for 
Channel 4,” he recalled. “I went 
into their studios. I had live 
turkeys in there with grain and 
everything. That was when 
there weren't too many people 
around and they didn’t know too 
much about it.” 

It is a different story today. 
Supermarkets battle turkey 
farms for customers, and low 
priced frozen birds helped put 
many small farms out of busi- 
ness. Customers faithful to 


freshness, however, continue to 
buy from the farms, Magliozzi 
points out. 

Last year, just over 140,000 
turkeys were raised in 
Massachusetts. The number is 
up slightly from 1992, with a 
total estimated value of about 
$3.3 million statewide, according 
to the Massachusetts Turkey 
Growers Association. 

Magliozzi does not breed his 
turkeys. Instead he buys them 
immediately after birth from a 
New Hampshire breeder. He 
said they are raised on an all- 
natural soybean diet and killed 
at about 20 weeks of age. 

“They’re very tender,” he 
explained. “You don't let the 
birds get too old.” 

And even at the age of 88, the 
head of the Magliozzi household 
is making sure the birds don’t 
get too old.

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Immigrant Learning Center celebrates 


On November 9, The Immi- 
grant Learning Center, Inc. of 
Malden, a non-profit adult learn- 
ing center, completed its first 
year of providing free intensive 
English As A Second Language 
classe® to foreign born adults. 
There have been many changes 
and accomplishments. 

From initially offering three 
classes of ESL to 60 adults, the 
ILC has grown to providing 
classes to 130 adults at any 
given time. Course offerings now 
include five levels of ESL class- 
es, literacy instruction, citizen- 
ship preparation, GED prepara- 


tion and TOEFL preparation. 
Classes meet 9 a.m. to 12 noon, 
Monday through Friday and 
12:30 to 3 p.m., Monday through 
Thursday. The staff has grown 
from three to five teachers. 

Over the course of the year 
almost 600 immigrants and 
refugees have registered. To 
date, the ILC has helped 265 
individuals from 34 countries 
including the former USSR, 
Southeast Asia, China, Africa, 
Haiti, South America, the 
Middle East and Europe. 

The school has drawn stu- 
dents from over 25 surrounding 


communities. Graduates have 
found jobs or gone on to training 
programs and colleges or uni- 
versities. Students have written 
to President Clinton, published a 
newsletter, put together books of 
student writings, and 20 student 
writings were selected to appear 
in the literacy journal, Four 
Winds, published by the state of 
Massachusetts. 


The primary goal of the ILC 
is to provide foreign born adults 
with enough knowledge of the 
English language to find jobs.

ies or training programs, and to 
help each person fulfill his/her 
own objectives. The ILC places 
no restrictions on the students 
who can attend and all classes 
are free.

These ser- 
vices complement our outpa- 
tient psychiatric and substance 
abuse programs to offer a spec- 
trum of comprehensive psychi- 
atric care," says Richard S.

Inpatient care provides 24- 
hour treatment and monitoring 
for patients with very acute psy- 
chiatric and substance abuse 
disorders.

“What constitutes a fair and 
equitable settlement?
